Now, if God exists as an infinite spirit, he inust 
necessrily fill all space j—not the east conceiv- 
able point in the immeasurable realms but what 
is wholly filled with his presence.

neously, occupy the same space, This law or 
principle applies as well to spirit as to grosser 
substance, This*being a fact, it is plain, that if 
God exist in, any form whatever as an intinite 
being, there can nothing else exist, as there could 
not possibly be any, space unoccupied by God 
himself, But in the language of the grent Des- 
l cartes, “ I think, therefore, L exist.’ Yea count- 
less objects have their places in immensity; not a 
point in the boundless depths but what is filled 
with some object, or other—some substance con- 
stituting a part or parcel of Nature. 

Webster defines the word Nature thus: “The 
existing systeni ofthings; the aggregate of known 
causes and effects; the world of inatter, or of mat- 
ter and mind:” Since, then, all that is known 
constitutes Nature, is if not evident that if God 
exists at all; he is something that is unknown, be- 
longing neither to theaworld of matter nor to the 
world of mind? Will Bro. Tyrrell be so kind as. 
to tell us what and where God is, seeing that he 
is neither in nor of the known ? 


But, for, the sake of argument, and the further 
pursuit of our subject, let us fora moment admit 
the existence of (rod as an intelligent Being, and 
view him in the light of a “ Creator.” First, then, 
as the law of intelligence is universal in its appli- 
cation, and as God is an intelligent Being, it is 
evident that he acts under the same law of intel- 
ligence that all other sentient’ beiigs are actuated 
by. The necessity of this is seen. in the fact, that 
if God acted from some other law of intelligence 
than that. by which uman intelligence is. gov-
